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Motorcyclist dies 
in head-on crash

A MOTORCYCLIST 
from Dorchester has died 
following a head-on crash 
with a car. 

The 39-year-old man was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene of the collision be¬ 
tween his blue Kawasaki 
motorbike and a Renault 
Scenic car. 

The crash happened on the 
Weymouth Relief Road 
just before 10pm on Fri¬ 
day, September 7th. 

A bunch of red flowers left 
near the scene were ad¬ 
dressed to Scott and signed 


by members of his family. 
It is the first fatal incident 
of its kind on the A354 re¬ 
lief road since it opened in 
March 2011. 

The 52-year-old driver of 
the blue Renault Scenic car 
and his 50-year-old wife 
were cut free from the 
wreckage by Dorset Fire 
Service. 

The couple from Wey¬ 


mouth were rushed to 
Dorset County Hospital 
with serious injuries. 

The biker was riding to¬ 
wards Dorchester from 
Weymouth when the colli¬ 
sion happened as the car 
came down Ridgeway Hill, 
a Dorset Police spokesman 
said. 

The road between the foot¬ 
ball stadium and the Juras¬ 


sic roundabout was closed 
for more than five hours. 
The road was reopened at 
3.12am on Saturday fol¬ 
lowing a detailed police in¬ 
vestigation of the scene. 

A spokesman for Dorset 
Police said: “As their car 
descended the Ridgeway 
Hill a Kawasaki motorcy¬ 
cle, coloured blue and 
being driven toward 
Dorchester by a 39-year- 
old male from Dorchester, 
collided head-on with the 
Renault.

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JANE DUGGLEBY ran a business distributing fine 
art around the world before leaving Ealing and 
the London art-world to move into a rambling 
farmhouse in East Chinnock, Somerset, in 1992, 
where she lives to this day with husband, cat and 
families of mice. 

She has also had spells in Gloucestershire, 
Worcester, Bristol and Paris. Now a healer, Jane is 
launching an eight month course in Transforma¬ 
tional Bodywork at Bridport's Chapel in the Gar¬ 
den. 


■ WHAT did you do in the art world? 

In London I was a distributor for artisans/artists who 
were unable to sell their own goods. When you've 
made something yourself either you think it's not good 
enough to sell, or else it's just perfection itself and you 
keep it, or want too much money for it. So, being a sales 
person, unemotionally involved with the products, I 
could sell them easily.

I exhibited at Top Drawer and the NEC for 
five years, and from this I gained orders from the USA, 
France, and Japan. I also sold to Harrods, Liberty, Harvey 
Nichols and other top outlets. 

■ WHAT made you leave it all behind? 

Everything happened at once, my husband retired, the 
recession meant that cheap goods were brought in 
from abroad, and the expensive, hand-made ones that 
I had were not in such demand. We sold the London 
house, and moved to the country. 

■ WHAT is Transformational Bodywork? 

It integrates chakras and auras, attunes to Masters and 
Archangels in higher realms, anchors multi-dimensional 
energies. It clears blockages in this life and past. Being 
an experienced healer I was amazed at how much, in 
greater detail, I learned from this course. 

It is headed up by Archangel Sandalphon, who is al¬ 
ways there to help and assist us during the sessions, and 
thereinafter. 

■ WHO can benefit? 

Everyone who would like a healthier life. Anyone who 
seeks further understanding, forgiveness of others and 
self, happiness and love. It provides a real feel-good and 
goodwill factor, when you begin to feel easier within 
your own skin.

■ HOW did you first get involved with healing? 

My mother was spiritual, and clearly I inherited it from 
her (like my bunions I'm reliably told!) I had a privi¬ 
leged but extremely difficult upbringing, however, all 
the problems that surrounded me merely served as 
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stepping stones to the life I now enjoy. 

The healing modalities I've been taught just seemed 
to slot into place exactly at the right time totally with¬ 
out any effort on my part and each course arrived as it 
should in the sequence of things. But then, I've been 
believing in miracles for quite some while, and emphat¬ 
ically am aware that at least one happens for me each 
day (even though I might not understand it as such 
right at the time.)

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Concerns over 'kick-start' changes 

SOLICITORS AND CPRE VOICE FEARS ABOUT GOVERNMENT PLANS

PLANNING campaigners 
and a firm of Dorset solic¬ 
itors say they have their 
doubts about the govern¬ 
ment’s plans to kick-start 
the economy through 
changes to the planning 
system. 

The Dorset group of the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) has 
dubbed the changes as “a 
knee-jerk reaction to plan¬ 
ning.” 

Chairman Richard 
Nicholls says the moves 
shows the government has 
failed to think through 
what it is doing: “They 
have just spent the best 
part of two years consult¬ 
ing on changes to the Na¬ 
tional Planning Policy 
Framework, the over-arch¬ 
ing rules which govern 
planning in this country, 
now within weeks of an¬ 
nouncing their changes 
they have effectively 
ripped much of that policy 
to shreds.” 

Meanwhile Dorset law 
firm Battens says that re¬ 
moving obligations to 
build affordable housing in 
development projects will 
not necessarily stimulate 
the construction sector. 
And while relaxing the 
planning rules for building 
extensions will benefit 
some homeowners and 
businesses, they may not 
help struggling retailers, 
the practice says. 


Battens associate solici¬ 
tor and planning expert 
Phil Crowther said in re¬ 
sponse: “While we of 
course hope the affordable 
housing proposals have the 
desired effect, they rely on 
a major assumption. 

“No-one knows if devel¬ 
opers will suddenly start 
building again even if the 
amount of affordable 
housing required is re¬ 
duced. Equally impor¬ 
tantly, no-one knows 
whether, even if more 
homes are built, there will 
be the demand for them. 

“Mortgage finance is 
prohibitively expensive for 
many even with a govern¬ 
ment backed loan for first 
time buyers.” 

Mr Crowther added that 
the announcement of a 
£300m government fund 
to build up to 15,000 af¬ 
fordable homes had to be 
seen against years of 
under-provision and there 
was no guarantee it would 
make up the shortfall if 
new developments go 
ahead without social hous¬ 
ing included. 

Under the proposals af¬ 
fecting building exten¬ 
sions, all homeowners will 
be able to build 6m long 
extensions - 8m if it is a 
detached home - without 
planning permission. 

Likewise, businesses will 
be able to expand shop 
premises by 100 sq m 


without permission and in¬ 
dustrial units by 200 sq m. 

Mr Crowther agreed 
there was scope for some 
planning reforms on the 
subject of extensions but 
doubted whether these 
changes would of them¬ 
selves help generate recov¬ 
ery. 

He said: “Looking at the 
empty business units in 
some parts of our town 
centres, it is not a lack of 
floor space that is dampen¬ 
ing retail activity. 


“Kick-starting the mar¬ 
ket is about more than just 
planning rules. There has 
to be a co-ordinated focus 
on investment, tax rules, 
loan guarantees and over¬ 
all business confidence be¬ 
fore we can expect to see a 
real impact on market 
growth and job creation. 

“That said it is early days 
for these proposals and we 
look forward with interest 
to see the detail of the 
changes.” 

Philip Burbidge, consult¬ 


ant solicitor in construc¬ 
tion law at Battens, ques¬ 
tioned the government’s 
plan to bring 5,000 empty 
homes back into use. He 
said there were an esti¬ 
mated 37,500 empty 
homes across Somerset, 
Dorset and Devon. Of 
these, some 12,000 have 
been empty for six months 
or more. 

Mr Burbidge said: 
“Many of the new propos¬ 
als are very laudable but 
the resourcing looks as if it 


will only scratch the sur¬ 
face. 

“One wonders how 
many of the empty proper¬ 
ties in our region will re¬ 
ceive the kiss of life. 

“This is a shame as deal¬ 
ing with the issue suffi¬ 
ciently would not only 
alleviate some of the hous¬ 
ing problem but also pro¬ 
vide much needed works 
for smaller contractors and 
create more environmen¬ 
tally friendly homes.”

CAMPAIGNERS for tax 
justice have been in 
Dorchester - briefing 
local church leaders and 
others involved in the 
fight against poverty. 

The double-decker bus 
stopped at the Dorford 
Baptist Church for the 
morning session which in¬ 
cluded speakers outlining 
how national and multina¬ 
tional companies avoid 
their tax bills by legal, but 
immoral financial prac¬ 
tices. 

Some of this country’s 
High Street names are 
amongst the offenders. 

Christian Aid and 
Church Action on Poverty 
said the wide-scale tax 
dodging is costing poorer 
countries vital funding 
which they could well do 
with to improve public 
services. 

They also accuse tax- 
havens, such as the Cay- 
men Islands, Isle of Man, 
Switzerland and 

Bermuda, of colluding 
with the tax dodgers to 
hide their real profits and 
taxable income. 

“We are campaigning to 
get multinational compa¬ 
nies to support transparent 
reporting of their profits 
in individual countries 
and we’re asking G20 
leaders to put an end to 


the tax haven secrecy 
that allows widespread 
tax dodging to happen,” 
said a spokesman in 
Dorchester for the cam¬ 
paign.

Hospital Governor Michel 
Hooper-Immins says that because 
of the way the bedside units are set 
up many patients are missing out 
on the free service - wrongly be¬ 
lieving that they have to pay. 

He has paid tribute to what he 
has described as the “outstanding 
work” of the team of volunteers 
who run Ridgeway [Hospital] 
Radio, and who for over 40 years, 
have broadcast to all DCH beds 
for 24 hours every day, including 
Christmas Day. 


He says he feels that their mix of 
live and recorded programmes 
often goes unrecognised - espe¬ 
cially because it is being insuffi¬ 
ciently advertised to patients as a 
free service. 

“Ridgeway Radio needs to be 
better publicised at the bedside - 
with standalone notices separate 
from the chargeable Hospedia 
service,” said Mr Hooper-Immins. 

He says that a letter was circu¬ 
lated to Governors in the summer 
from Bernard Burke, containing 
various observations on his stay in 
the Dorset County Hospital. 
Amongst the comments was the 
point that the free service provided 
by Ridgeway Radio was not made 
sufficiently clear to patients in the 
literature encouraging them to use 
the chargeable television and other 


services provided by Hospedia. 

Mr Hooper-Immins says he sub¬ 
sequently heard from Peter Foster, 
vice chairman of Ridgeway Radio. 

Mr Foster said: “Regarding Mr 
Burke’s observations that informa¬ 
tion on access to Ridgeway Radio 
is not readily visible on the bed¬ 
side screen, the reason for this is 
that the communications contrac¬ 
tor Hospedia, do not advertise 
most of the radio channels, all of 
which are free, in their leaflet. 

“The patient is left to explore, 
with the handset, what is on offer. 
Should the patient happen to select 
radio on the handset, the default 
first station is Ridgeway Radio.” 

Said Mr Hooper-Immins: “If the 
Trust suggest that Ridgeway 
Radio should be doing their own 
awareness within the wards, 


please would you remind them 
that when we have tried - a num¬ 
ber of times in the past - we have 
come up against negative re¬ 
sponses from ward staff. 

“Positive action with this on¬ 
going issue would be much appre¬ 
ciated throughout the hospital - by 
patients and the dedicated hard 
working team at Ridgeway 
Radio.” 

The Hospital Radio team have 
come up with their own sugges¬ 
tions which include putting up a 
laminated notice on patients’ ward 
lockers; distributing programme 
listings to patients who appear in¬ 
terested; mentioning the service 
on direction signs by the stairs in 
the North Wing main entrance and 
on Level 2 ward and department 
signage. 


Homeowners urged to 
check fine print details 



HOMEOWNERS in Dorset are 
being urged to check the fine print of 
contracts before having solar panels 
installed on their roofs. 

The call comes from conveyancing 
experts at law firm Battens who point 
to issues that are beginning to 
emerge in the wake of the popular 
Feed-in-tariff (FIT) scheme. 

FITs were introduced under the En¬ 
ergy Act 2008 as subsidies for house¬ 
holds who generate electricity from 
renewable sources. 

The rush for subsidies has seen the 
rapid installation of photovoltaic 
panels on roofs in the South West 
and across the UK. 

Jill Cochrane, director and head of 
residential property at Battens, said 
owners who do not buy the panels 
outright but instead make an arrange¬ 
ment with a solar power company 
need to check the paperwork very 
carefully. 

Mrs Cochrane said: “Many home- 
owners are tempted by the chance to 
receive free power in return for the 


installation company pocketing the 
FIT. 

“Typically what happens is that the 
homeowner grants a 20-to-25-year 
lease on their roof space to the com¬ 
pany who retains ownership of the 
panels. 

“In the eyes of the law the company 
is akin to being a commercial tenant. 
The lease is classed as a business ten¬ 
ancy within section 23 of the Land¬ 
lord and Tenant Act 1954.” 

Problems can emerge when the 
owner wishes to sell the home, ex¬ 
plained Mrs Cochrane. 

She said: “Unless specifically con¬ 
tracted out of the 1954 Act, the 
provider would have a right to stay 
on the roof at the end of the lease. 

“This right could be a major 
headache for the homeowner on the 
sale of the property. The tenancy 
would need to be assigned under a 
Licence to Assign which, as in a 
commercial sphere, should only be 
dealt with by someone who has a 
background or understanding of 


commercial property leases.” 

Mrs Cochrane pointed to a number 
of other legal aspects of granting a 
lease for solar panels on a house. 

“If it is for more than seven years, 
the lease requires registration at the 
Land Registry. 

“A mortgage lender will normally 
have to give consent too, a point 
highlighted in published advice from 
the Council of Mortgage Lenders. 

Buildings insurance could also be 
affected if the roof space is classed 
as a business tenancy. 

“Under planning law, solar panel 
installations are in most cases con¬ 
sidered as Permitted Development 
but their fitting still requires Building 
Regulations consent.” 

Mrs Cochrane added: “As more 
and more panels spring up on roof 
across Dorset, homeowners need to 
protect themselves from unforeseen 
legal problems down the line. 

“The best advice is to seek clarity 
on what the legalities are first before 
granting a lease.” 


Garden project under way 


GARDEN owners who might have 
more ground than they need and 
those who are keen to garden in the 
Dorchester area are being invited 
to sign up to The Gardenshare 
Project. 

The organisation seeks to pro¬ 
mote healthy, organic, gardening 
by acting as a ‘dating agency’ for 
those who have space to share and 
those who want to garden, but do 
not have the room of their own. 

Organisers say the idea is often 
useful for those who are no longer 


able to look after their gardens be¬ 
cause of mobility issues, or lack of 
time, but would like to see the 
space used and maintained. 

The agreement means that those 
who look after the garden offer the 
owner a share of the produce, 
whether it is vegetables, fruit or 
flowers. 

A Gardenshare co-odinator meets 
all potential gardeners and visits all 
potential gardens before suggest¬ 
ing a match. 

The scheme provides insurance 


through the South West Allotments 
Association which offers guideline 
agreements for both parties to sign 
and ongoing support, if required. 

An annual contribution of £10 is 
requested from gardeners to cover 
the cost of this insurance and insur¬ 
ance. 

The scheme is free to garden 
owners.

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Paralympic silver for Paul 


P AUL Blake blasted his way to a 
Paralympic double athletics medal 
haul at the Olympic Stadium last 

week. 

The 22-year-old, from Charlton Down, near 
Dorchester, bagged silver in the T36 400m on 
Tuesday before following it with a bronze in the 
T36 800m 48 hours later. 

In the 400m he was beaten by Russian triple 
gold medallist Evgenii Shvetcov who shattered 
the world record in a time of 53.31, which was 
0.82 faster than the previous record, with Blake 
running a personal best of 54.22 which itself 
was 0.13 better than the old time. 

Roman Pavlyk of the Ukraine, the previous 
world record holder took the bronze almost a 
second slower. 

Blake, who lived in Lyme Regis in his teens 
before moving to Charlton Down, suffers from 
cerebral palsy. His twin brother Alex took all 
his blood at birth. 

Speaking exclusively to the View From, Paul- 
said he was delighted with his silver medal. 

“What a race! I did all I could but was beaten 
by the better guy on the day really.” 

Such was Blake’s tactics that his time was 
0.98 better than his previous best. 

Although he might have expected to have at 
least equalled his silver in the 800m which he 
believes is slightly his stronger distance, he was 
not disappointed with his bronze. 

Again he was beaten by the 24-year-old 
Shvetcov who won in a new Paralympic time 
of 2:05:32 followed by former world champion 
Artem Areyev with Blake third in 2:08:24, just 
outside his PB. 

“I wasn’t too disappointed as the 400m had 
taken a lot out of my legs. The two Russians are

much bigger than me and they were just too 
strong in the end.” 

His medal was the 102 won by Paralympic 
GB and equalled their previous best haul in Bei¬ 
jing in 2008. 

Talking about 
his experience 
in the wake of 
his greatest . 
achievement he 
said: “Because it 
was my first 
Paralympics I 
didn’t really 
know what to 
expect and it’s 
difficult to put | 
into words. 

“My first ex¬ 
perience of the Olympic Village was an eye 
opener as I have never been to anything so big 
in my life. 

“For instance the athlete’s food hall is ab¬ 
solutely massive! There are so many different 
types of cuisines for you to choose from, and it 
also includes a giant McDonald’s; it’s some¬ 
where every athlete went after training. 

“I’ve been amazed also by the variety of Par¬ 
alympic sports which there are, like wheelchair 
rugby. The camaraderie of the athletes and

coaches from all over the world has also been 
wonderful. 

“I have also enjoyed the crowds in the sta¬ 
dium. I’m still in shock now 48 hours later at 
how supportive the crowd were and the general 
public after the race, it’s been really over¬ 
whelming. When I overtook Shetcov in the 
800m the crowd went crazy, and the roar was 
unbelievable. 

“I have to thank my family, particularly my 
parents and brother Alex, who have helped me 
massively; whenever I have felt down they have 
picked me up and encouraged and lifted me; 
and also of course, my coach Rob Elchuck who 
has been brilliant. 

“There can’t have been a better Paralympic 
Games and I would be surprised if it is bettered 
in the future. The crowds have been amazing, 
and there’s been terrific television coverage.” 

His overwhelming thought on what he de¬ 
scribed as a ‘brilliant experience’ was how he 
believed the Paralympics had won over the pub¬ 
lic’s perception of disabled people. 

“I think it’s changed the way the general pub¬ 
lic perceive disability. I think they no longer see 
the disability, just as an ability. They forget that 
we are disabled because of what we can 
achieve; as a spectator they don’t see the dis¬ 
ability. 

Blake has also attracted additional media in¬ 
terest outside of his achievements as his father, 
also named Paul, played Greedo the bounty 
hunter in Star Wars, His mother Kate trained 
with the Royal Ballet, and his grandfather 
played tennis at Wimbledon. 

Following an intense four years of training 
that culminated in success he added: “I’m just 
glad it’s finished now; all the pressure’s off, and 
I’m going off on holiday.”

A look at oil for first 
community lecture 


THE first of nine Community Lectures 
to be held at the Thomas Hardye 
School will be looking at what hap¬ 
pens when the oil runs out. 

Speaker Professor Chris Rhodes will 
be addressing the subject at the 
school theatre on Monday, Septem¬ 
ber 24th at 7pm. 

Across the world, 30 billion barrels 
of crude oil are produced each year, 

not only for fuel but to make prod¬ 
ucts ranging from plastics to phar¬ 
maceuticals. Nearly all of our food 
also depends entirely on oil. 

However, world oil production is set 
to declining within five years if we 
continue as we are. 

Some have warned that Western- 
Civilisation will collapse, and our sal¬ 
vation requires massive changes in 
how we live, from the global to the 
local; to a world of small communi¬ 
ties far less dependent on transporta¬ 
tion. 

The talk will look at how alternative 
sources of fuel might help, including 
the controversial techniques of frack¬ 
ing to the more acceptable methods 


of solar energy, geothermal energy, 
wind power and nuclear fusion. 

Professor Chris Rhodes is a writer 
and researcher who became in¬ 
volved with environmental issues 
while working in Russia during the 
aftermath of the Chernobyl nuclear 
disaster. 

He has published more than 200 
peer reviewed scientific articles and 
three books. 

He is also a published novelist, jour¬ 
nalist and poet. His novel, University 
Shambles was nominated for Brit 
Writers' Awards 2011: Published 
Writer of the Year. 

His latest invitations as a speaker in¬ 
clude a series of international lec¬ 
tures regarding the impending 
depletion of world oil and the need 
to develop oil-independent, sustain¬ 
able societies.

How do I know if the gas 
fitter I'm using is illegal? 


A quarter of a million il¬ 
legal gas jobs are carried 
out each year. If your gas 
fitter is not Gas Safe regis¬ 
tered then they are illegal. 
If your gas engineer is 
qualified and registered to 
do gas work in your home 
they will be able to show 
your their Gas Safe ID 
card. 

Not all gas engineers are 
qualified to work on all 
types of gas appliance. 
Make sure you check the 
back of their ID card to 
make sure they are quali¬ 
fied to do the specific 
type of gas work you 
need. If they put in a gas 
fire for example, but 
they're only Gas Safe reg¬ 
istered for pipework and 
boilers, they are illegal. 

If they work for a Gas 
Safe registered firm dur¬ 
ing the week and are 
doing private work in 
their spare time on the 
side, they are also illegal.

Derby day delight for Dorchester 


I WAS spoilt for choice as to which game to watch on 
Saturday last, with several of my'flock'having home 
league fixtures. 

I f opted for the game at Weymouth, the club's first 
outing at Southern Counties level, and was not disap¬ 
pointed.

A LARGE crowd, uncharacteristically basked in sun¬ 
shine for this local derby, and conditions were ideal for 
open rugby. 

Although the newly promoted home side conceded 
a penalty in the opening minute on their own ten-yard 
line.

Blake, Weir and Peacock and all for a fiver! 


DORCHESTER'S Paul Blake produced a per¬ 
sonal best to win silver in theT36 400m at the 
Paralympic Games in London last week, be¬ 
fore adding a bronze in theT36 800m just 48 
hours later in the Olympic Stadium ( writes 
Stuart Broom). 

The 22-year-old from Charlton Down was 
beaten in the 400m by Russian triple gold 
medallist Evgenii Shvetcov who shattered 
the world record in a time of 53.31. 

This was 0.82 faster than the previous 
record, with Blake running a personal best of 
54.22 which itself was 0.13 better than the 
old time. 

Roman Pavlyk of the Ukraine, the previous 
world record holder took the bronze almost 
a second slower. 

Blake tracked Shvetcov from the start, but 
along the back straight the Russian started to 
pull away from the field. Blake however 
pegged him back and with 70m to go looked 
like he might catch him, but the Russian went 
on to win by four metres. 

Blake who lived in Lyme Regis before mov¬ 
ing to Charlton Down and suffers from cere¬ 
bral palsywhen his twin brother Alex took all 
his blood at birth, was delighted with second 
place. 

Speaking exclusively to View Sport he said: 
"I did all I could but was beaten by the better 
guy on the day. 

"I had the tactics perfect, and ran the race 
exactly as my coach Rob Elchuck instructed 
me. The plan was to let Shvetcov lead me 
through the first 200 and just sit behind him, 
going through the 200 mark in the low 26 
seconds, and then kick for home and hold it 
through to the end and not tie up. 

"Although I closed on him a bit turning into 
the straight he went away from me again." 

So good were Blake's tactics that his time 
was 0.98 better than his previous best. 

Although he might have expected to have 
at least equalled his silver in the 800m which 
he believes is slightly his stronger distance, 
he was not disappointed with his bronze. 

Fabio Torres raced off from the start with 
Shvetcov, Blake and Artem Arefyev, another 
arch rival tucked in behind. At the end of the 
first lap the trio overtook the fading 
Columbian, and when Shvetcov ran wide 
down the back straight, Blake slipped 
through to take the lead to the huge roar 
from the crowd. 

However this galvanised the Russian and 
he swept past a fading Blake 180 metres out, 
followed by Areyev to win in a new Para¬ 
lympic record of 2:05:32 with Blake third in 
2:08:24, just outside his PB. 

His medal was the 102 won by Paralympic 


GB and equalled their previous best haul in 
Beijing in 2008. 

"The first lap was just a bit too slow. I was 
expecting it to be a quick race, but in actual 
fact it was a very slow first lap and I didn't re¬ 
ally have the momentum on the second cir¬ 
cuit to go faster. 

"That's why I tried to push on along the 
back straight, but the 400m on Tuesday had 
taken too much out of my legs and in the end 
I just had to concentrate on holding on for 
the bronze. 

"The two Russians are much bigger than 
me and they were just too strong in the end." 

I attended theThursday evening session to 
watch Blake run, booking my ticket some two 
months ago before the frenzy started which 
saw almost all the 2 V 2 million tickets sold, the 
best ever for a Paralympic Games. 

When I logged in I found that the normal 
£45 ticket for this session had been reduced 
for children under 16 and over 6's, to which I 
qualify, and that it would cost me just £5. 

Amazing; it cost me more at £6, to receive 
the ticket by post! 

The atmosphere in the Olympic Stadium 
was electric, and something I have never ex¬ 
perienced before in my life. 

I had visited back in March when my son 
ran in a five mile race around the Olympic 
Park finishing in the stadium as part of a test 
programme to check the systems, but then it 
was still not finished and only had around 
12,000 spectators. This time there was a 
crowd of 80,000, and the noise deafening. 

Little had I known that the evening would 
be what was described as the greatest night 
of Paralympic athletics. 

In addition to Blake, GB won three gold 
medals with Hannah Cockcroft winning her 
second gold in the 200m wheelchair event in 
a canter, and then later David Weir's brilliant 
performance in snatching the 800m wheel¬ 
chair race. 

The evening was completed with Johnny 
Peacock becoming the fastest Paralympian 
on earth in the'Battle of the Blades'when he 
bombed to gold in the 100m, leaving the 
original'Blade Runner'Oscar Petorius in his 
wake. 

If the stadium had a roof it would have 
been lifted off when Blake struck for home 
300m from home by passing Shvetcov, but 
that was superseded later by the crescendo 
for Weir and Peacock. It was deafening but at 
the same time unbelievable. 

It was a fabulous night of entertainment, 
one I will remember forever. The title of a 
Four Seasons song sums it up beautifully; Oh 
what a night!
